SAN FRANCISCO, July 22.—John W. 
Mackay left deeds to all his San Francisco 
real estate. These documents, which were 
drawn up by Garret McEnerney, were filed 
for record by James L. Flood Monday. 

Mr. Mackay’s local holdings consisted of 
a half interest in the Grand Opera House 
property, a half interest in the Nevada 
block and the whole of a large piece of 
property at the southeast corner of Mar- 


ket and Fourth streets. The other half of 
the first two properties belongs to James 
I... Flood. 

All of Mr. Mackay's interest is deeded, 
share and share alike, to his wife and his 
son, Clarence Mackay. 

The deeds to the half of the Nevada block 
and to the whole of the property at Fourth 
and Market streets were made in Decem- 
ber, 1909. 

The deed to the half of the Grand Opera 
House proferty was made last March at the 
time of Makay’s last visit to this city 

It is estimated that the real estate trans- 
ferred by the three deeds is worth about 
$1, 250, 000. 

Mr. Makay owned no other piece of realty 
in this city, but possessed land in San 
Mateo, Marin and Mendocino Counties; also 
large tracts of timber land in Nevada. 

It is probable that deeds to al! his hold- 
ings will be soon filed as it is thought that 
the disposition made of the San Francisco 

roperty was only part of a plan to keep 

is estate out of the courts. 

Phat Mr. Makay had a premonition of 
death seems apparent from acts other than 
the deeding of his property to his wife and 
son. 

In California and Nevada, there are many 
families—how numerous they are will never 
be known, for the charty of the Bonanza 
King was without ostentation—that have 
been supported for years by Mr. Makay.

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MACKAY’S LAST OFFICIAL ACT. 


Protested Against Knox’s Holding Up 
of Cable Plans. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—The last cable 
message sent by John W. Mackay was a 
strong protest against the holding up of 
his Pacific cable undertaking by Attorney- 


General Knox. 
Without the promise of subsidy Mr. Mac- 


kay had undertaken to construct a cable 


from San Francisco to Manila, covering 4 
distance of 8000 miles, at a cost of not less 
than $20,000,000. 

It was to be the crowning effort of his 
life, and, in fact, was unprecedented. 

Mr. Mackay offered to furnish all 
capital without any subsidy, yg the 
gzovernment to fix its own rates for o ficial 
business, giving official business  prefer- 
ence in trunsmission, permitting the gov- 
ernment to control the cable's operation in 
case of war or other public necessity and 
again offering to sell to the government at 
any time, the value to be determined by ap- 
praisers.

BROOKLYN RAPID TRANSIT 
WANTED THE CONTRACT. 


But Belmont-McDonald Company, 
Which Is Closely Allied With 
Pennsylvania Railroad, Low- 
ered Its Bid by Half. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 22.—This city has made 
anywhere from $4,000,000 to $6,000,000 as the 
result of business rivalry between the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Co. and the Bel- 
mont-McDonald people, who are to operate 
the Rapid Transit tunnel in Manhattan. 

If more corporations should fall out the 
city might soon be prosperous. 

It had been decided that a tunnel should 
be built from New York to Brooklyn and 
bids were asked for by the city. 

These were opened late yesterday and ‘it 
was found that the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 


had offered to do the work for $8,000,000, the 
Belmont-McDonald people bid $4,000,000, or 
about one-half what the city's engineers 
had decided it would cost. 

The McDonald bid carries with it the 
Froposttion to tunnel under Broadway from 

nion Square to Forty-second street, with 
a connection at Thirty-fourth street, the 
main station of the Pennsylvania road. This 
offer will almost surely be accepted by the 
board. 

Back of this extremely. low bid—a bid 
which on its face looks like a very poor 
business proposition—lies an _ interesting 
story. 

It is generally understood that the Bel- 
mont-McDonald combination is closely al- 
lied with the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. 
The Pennsylvania has very ambitious 
plans for New York and vicinity. 

It is essential to the full success of these 
plans that the Pennsylvania or its closely 
allied friends shal! control the proposed 
East river tunnel. I[t is almost equally im- 
portant te the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Co. 
that this tunnel shall be in its control 

With absolute sway over 95 per cent of 
the surface railroad lines of Brooklyn, and 
with the old &ast river bridge as its one 
outiet to Manhattan, there are obviously 
yery strong reasons why it should seek to 
control the new East river tunnel. With 
this end in view, the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transia Co. made very close and very 
careful estimates for the costs for the 
work to be done. 

For sixty days expert 
been engaged in testing and perfecting these 
estimates. Yesterday the Sreakiwn Rapid 
Transit Co. submitted a bid of $8.000,000, or 
just double that of the Belmont-McDonald 
combination. 

The Belmont bid of $4,000,000 Is equivalent 
to paying a premium of almost, if not 
quite, $4,000,000 for the privilege of building 
and controlling the East river tunnel. 

The Rapid Transit commissioners are ju- 
bilant over the turn affairs have taken. 
and there is not one chance in a. thousand 
but that the Belmont-McDonald combina- 
tion will get the contract. It is the opinion 
of men who have made a study of the tun- 
nel system that the bitter rivalry between 
these two great transit forces has resulted 
in a saving to the people of about $4,000.000. 
Contractor McDonald said to a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent: 

“It will cost us at least $10,000,000 to build 
the Brooklyn tunnel, but we can afford to 
bulld it at a great loss because we need 
it in our business. We can build it with 
reater ease now than at any other time. 
or we have all the machinery on hand. If 
we get the contract we hope to fin'sh the 
tunnel in the contract time of two vears. 
We willl have the Broadway branch in op- 
eration by that time, tgp. the contract 
is awarded to us."’

The only opponents of the measure are those who directly or 
indirectly are making a profit out of the sale of milk unfit for 
use, 

Investigation shows that much of the milk now sold is adulter- 
ated, diluted and doctored. Diseased and swill-fed cows supply 
much of this death-dealing fluid. 

The House of Delegates wif! assume a grave responsibility if 
these nefarious practices are ‘allowed to continue. 

The ordinance provides for thorough and systematic inspection 
under the direction of the city chemist, who is made responsibie. 
The provisions are along the lines of common gense, and while 
affording protection to the consumer do no injustice to honest 
dealers. The only persons who can have any interest in opposinz 
the passage of the ordinance are the men who have trifled with 
the public health.

THE COMING WOMAN OF 
GERMANY. 


From the London Graphic. 

Although German poets vie with each 
other in extolling ths “eternal feminine 
ideal,"’ there is no country where the 
emancipation of women which forms the 
great feature of modern life among our- 
selves and in the United States has made 
so little progress. An amusing instance of 
this occurred some days ago in the Prus- 
sian Chamber of Deputies, on an interpel- 
lation as to the right of women to take 
part in political meetings. The minister of 
the interior, with his hair on end, his face 
pale with emotion and a voice quivering 
with excitement, replied that, although it 
would not legally be permissible to bar the 
door against a woman desirous of attend- 
ing a political gathering, every possible 
means should be taken to prevent her from 
sneaking. In other words, he declarcd, 
amid cheers from the greater part of the 
honse, that women, like children, should 
be seen but not heard. Womenphobia has 
always been a German characteristic. The 
admission of women into the civil service 
met with the most violent opposition in 
Germany long after female clerks and tele. 
graphists had been successfully employed 
in England and in France. The right of 
women to practice medicine was called in 
question only three years ago, when a com- 
mittee of experts declared that the idea 
was too preposterous to be seriously dis- 
cussed. In 1888 a proposal to establish 
gymnasia for girls was likened by the Prus- 
sian minister of worship “to a little spark 
which should be put out at once,

The feature of this afternoon's races at 
Delmar will be a handicap at six furlongs 
for 3-year-olds and upward.

None of yesterday’s weakness was to be 
found in the speculative markets this 
morning. Shorts were alramed by a pros- 
pective change to rains, and they were 
rather keen buyers, of both wheat and oats 
especially. Corn did not attract much at- 
tention, which centered chiefly in wheat. 


WHEAT—A probable chan e 
weather and comparatively well-cumaicen 
markets abroad led to better buying at the 
opening, and as offerings were small the 
market was strengthene thereby. The ba- 
rometer had falien in the West, a well-de- 
fined ‘‘low’’ of unusual pro ortions cove ing 
the country from the Sexlean to the Brit- 
ish lines and clouding up, with promise of 
rains. This was the most impressive con. 
dition, but the fact that Liverpool had de- 
clined only 4d and Paris ec, the weather 
in both England and, France of an unfa- 
vorable character alsé, had quite a bullish 
effect. too. These two bullish influences 
offset the very large receipts, which at St. 
Louis were 279,300 bu, compared with 164.700 
bu one year ago, and ansas City had 
344,000 bu, against 78,000 bu [ast vear. Nor 
did declines in other markets have any sen. 
Sible effect. 

Shorts were the principal buyers, they 
opening September where it closed vester- 
day at 68%@68%c and advancing it to 68%&c. 
July was for sale by longs and the weak- 
est of the options opening 1-16 better at 
fP¥ec, selling off at €9\%c back to 69%c. De- 
cember sold at 7c to 70%&c. 

The buying continued unabatedly steady 
for some time. largely for short account 
through fear of the effects rain might hav>.

CORN—Although Chicago declined at the 
opening, the St. Louis market held up well, 
the stronger tone to wheat and the strength 
In oats having a sustaining effect, as did 
the weather nrobabilities and the small re 
ceipts here. These were 20,700 bu, against 
S0.400 bu a vear ago. Speculative interests 
still very small, neither buyers or sellers 
conspicuous to anv extent, but more edge to 
the buying than the selling. 

December was the only month traded in, 
selling steadily at 40%c. For September 824 
@i2\%c higher bid. 

It appeared impossible to arouse specu- 
lative interest in. corn Crop prospects 
were so concededly fine and the rains ex- 
pected to be -more beneficial than harmful, 
which thev certainly would be, that no one 
save very timié@ shorts favored buying. 
There was very little for sale. however, the 
stronger turn in all grain ‘‘shooing’’ most 
bears away from the selling side. 

This finally caused September to sell up 
to 53c. under some urgent buying that 
came in.

These small world’s shipments caused the 
decrease last week of 2,560,000 bu in the 
amount on ocean passage. Yet, with all 
the smali declines abroad, only occasional 
liberal purchases of wheat are being made 
on this side. these only for prompt ship- 
ment to tide foreign markets along until 
their own crops are available.
